The local historian and 
collector was on hand at 
the Friendship Festival 
last weekend, with several 
displays that highlight the 
past of the former Bertie 
Township and Greater 
Fort Erie. 

He plans to attend 
future runs of the 
Friendship Festival 
expecting that each year 
he will bring various 
themes to his tables. 

This year, gas stations, 
matchbooks, dairy bottles 
and other memorabilia 
were all features in a por¬ 
tion of his extensive col¬ 
lection. 


"It took me about two 
months to go through my 
collection and make up 
the displays," he said.

Quit complaining about concert line-up and face reality

Another Friendship 
Festival has come and 
gone and like usual, it's 
the same two opinions 
from the community. 

Food and rides being 
too expensive, bands 
people have never heard 
of making up the concert 
list, a Dixie cup of beer 


for five dollars... there's 
the usual complaints. 

I can see that there 
were probably a few 
disappointed children 
who threw temper tan¬ 
trums because their 
parents only wanted to 
take them for one day 
of rides and food, as a 
second trip wasn't in the 
budget. 

But what people need 
to realize is that the days 
of bands that cost close 
to $100,000 to play an 
hour and a half worth of 
songs are long gone. 


The last two years 
before this summer's 
celebration, organizers 
have found themselves 
with an ugly deficit after 
recruiting popular bands 
like Big Wreck, Big Sugar 
and Hedley, along with a 
few others. 

It's just not in the 
cards anymore, as bingo 
revenues are nowhere 
near what they used to 
be. 

Call me crazy, but I 
preferred this year's 
atmosphere far more 
than I have at the con¬ 


certs that draw tens of 
thousands of people. 

Having a Toronto- 
based band with a local 
frontman, Lowell Sostomi 
from the Great Bloomers, 
was a great idea. Having 
them followed by a band 
fronted by one of Fort 
Erie's most renowned 
guitar teachers, Jim 
Yorfido, was another 
great idea. I'm only 
speaking about the music 
on Canada Day, because 
that's the only night I 
attended. 

The crowd was mod¬ 


est and well-behaved 
and some local music 
was showcased, people 
who have a story in our 
community... not pomp¬ 
ous rock stars who have 
never heard of us. 

People should also 
consider the fact that the 
Town of Fort Erie doesn't 
contribute any financial 
support to the Friendship 
Festival, which also ads 
to the festival commit¬ 
tee's difficulty with 
bringing in the type of 
bands that will show up 


The community 
should be thankful that 
the Friendship Festival 
is still able to exist, 
thanks to so many volun¬ 
teers and the hard work 
of so many people. 

Keep up the good 
works folks, but maybe 
try to come up with a 
better choice when it 
comes to beer.

. Cadet official 
responds to 
reader's letter 
from last week 


I am writing this letter in 
response to the comments 
in your opinion page in the 
June 30 edition from Janet 
Bonnell, from Buffalo, 
regarding the conduct of 
Navy Cadets at the Old Fort 
following the War of 1812 
Parade. 

Ms. Bonnell was wonder¬ 
ing how she could possibly 
contact the "Governing 
Body" of this organization. 
Well, I am with the "govern¬ 
ing body" and her letter has 
been brought to my atten- 

I am a director on the 
board of directors, Navy 
League of Canada, Ontario 
Division. 

I have also served as the 
acting chairman of Ontario 
Division as well. 

Our job is to oversee all 
Navy and Sea Cadet Corps in 
Ontario and part of 
Manitoba. We deal with the 
National Department of 
Defence and the Department 
of Maritime Affairs on a daily 

We have been doing this 
in Canada since 1895, 15 
years before there even was 
a Canadian Navy. 

Across Canada, the Navy 
League is responsible for 
almost 20,000 Cadets in over 
260 communities. 

I know from experience 
that we are doing a great 


job. 

I am pretty sure I should 
be able to respond to her let- 

On behalf of the Ships 
Company of NLCC 139 
"Revenge" of Mississauga, 
NLCC 138 "Drummond" of 
Niagara Fails, NLCC "Black 
Creek" of Fort Erie, RCSCC 
"Renown" of Port Colborne 
and RCSCC 103 "Niagara" of 
Niagara Falls, please accept 
our sincere apologies for 
interfering with your enjoy¬ 
ment of the War of 1812 cel¬ 
ebrations. 

I attended that event and I 
am aware that some of our 
Cadets did not sit quietly 
and listen to the speeches 
etc. The Cadets had just fin¬ 
ished a four-kilometre 
parade, marching and carry¬ 
ing their drums and musical 
instruments, had their pizza 
and pop and were proud of 
their achievements. 

They were feeling very 
excited and relieved that all 
their weeks of marching, 
drill, and band practice had 
finally paid off. 

The many rounds of 
applause they had received 
along the parade route 
attested to that. 

To them, this was a festive 
occasion for fireworks and 
bands and yes, for some of 
the 9 to 13 year-olds, they 
did not sit and listen quietly 
to the speeches. 

As far as the supervisors 
and Officers not trying to 
settle the Cadets down, they 
did much more than just try 
to "shush" them. 

I personally observed a 
branch member from 
Niagara speaking to the 
Cadets to quiet them down, 


an officer from Mississauga 
pulled a Cadet to the rear 
and explained how to behave 
and an officer from Black 
Creek spoke to the Cadets 
numerous times to try to 
control their behaviour. 

There was definitely an 
effort made by the Officers 
and Senior Cadets to try to 
calm them down. 

You may perceive these 
kids as a noisy, boisterous, 
distracting bunch of chat¬ 
terboxes and you might be 
right in that assessment, but 
allow me to tell you a bit 
about these "blemishes" on 
our community. 

Two of our former Navy 
Cadet graduates are now 
performing Search and 
Rescue with the Canadian 
Coast Guard, another is a 
fireman, yet another is an 
instructor at Canadian 
Forces Base, Borden. 

As well, a former cadet of 
ours has served two tours of 
duty in Afghanistan. 

We have Cadets in the 
program now, while their 
parent is on active duty with 
our Canadian Forces. Mom 
takes pictures on her cell 
phone camera of her Cadet 
marching etc., and sends 
them to Dad while on duty. 

The Cadet is definitely 
where their parents want 
them to be. They are confi¬ 
dent that their child is being 
well supervised and well 
trained. 

We have a local Cadet who 
has been decorated for per¬ 
forming life-saving first aid 
to a stricken senior. 

Another two Cadets sur¬ 
prised fire/rescue when they 
arrived on the scene of a 
child injured in the play¬ 


ground and found them 
administering first aid. 

Cadets have also spent an 
evening making signs for the 
"Save our Hospital" cam¬ 
paign and some attended 
the rally in Toronto. Believe 
me, I could go on and on. 

Our community Cadet 
"blemishes" recently acted 
as an Honour Guard at the 
funeral of Mrs. Millie Wujek 
from the Black Creek 
Community Centre. 

Not so long ago, our Navy 
Cadets also performed 
Honour Guard Services, 
along with members of the 
Canadian Forces, at the 
funeral of highly respected 
Lt. George Maurier, who 
tragically lost his life while 
transporting Cadets home 
from CFB Blackdown. 

I can assure you that they 
acted with solemn dignity 
on those occasions and their 
efforts ere much appreciated 
by the families. 

Our community "blem¬ 
ishes" also exhibit the proper 
dignity and respect at the 
many Remembrance Day 
services they attend while 
laying a wreath each year in 
honour of our fallen veter- 

They do this at three dif¬ 
ferent Legions in our imme¬ 
diate area, every year. 

They spend many hours 
volunteering, fundraising 
and selling poppies for the 
Legion., so I hope you can 
understand that at times, 
being kids, they just have to 
blow off a little steam. 

By the way, did you hap¬ 
pen to notice how they man¬ 
aged to remove their caps 
and all stand at attention 
during the playing of the

Yes, unfortunately, as you 
say, "our Cadets could have 
acted better." We will con¬ 
tinue to do so as we have 
done for many years, which 
is to try to turn out the best 
responsible Canadians we 
possibly can. 

As former Defence Chief 
of Staff, General Rick Hillier 
(a former Army Cadet as 
well) said in his speech: 
"Afterwatchingallthe Cadets 
in the parade today, I can 
promise you, our country's 
future is in good hands." 

I fear your rather harsh 
letter to the editor has hurt 
these kids, their families, 
and the uniform that they 
are so proud of. They may 
feel that they have let the 
Corps, their officers and 
their community down. 

I am truly sorry this inci¬ 
dent occurred. We are sup¬ 
ported solely by fundraising 
from the community and if 
people change their opin¬ 
ions about Cadets, the result 
may be that the kids' pro¬ 
grams will suffer.

Dear Editor, 


I am writing with regards 
to an article concerning 
the moving of the Veterans 
Cenotaph at Mather Arch. 

Firstly, I am a veteran 
and am strongly opposed 
to the proposal for a num¬ 
ber of reasons.
